Warning Issued 


MISSION — Texas farmers 
and ranchers may be in for the 
most severe upswing in screw­ 
worm infestations in two years 
during the upcoming months. 
All ingredients for another 
fall buildup are present in the 
state, 
screwworm 
eradication 
leaders announced: a native fly 
population, favorable weather 
and an abundance of animal 
wounds. 
Increases in s c r e w w o r m 
cases during the fall are part 
of an age-old pattern establish­ 
ed by the insect. General rains 
over much of the state, moder­ 
ate temperatures and an In­ 
crease in animal husbandry ac­ 
tivities comprise favorable con­ 
ditions for screwworm s to de­ 
velop and move cross-country. 
Before the eradication program 
began, tens of thousands of 
cases were experienced during 
fall months, and even last year 
more than half of the infesta­ 
tions detected in Texas were 
reported in September, October 
and November. 
This year’s buildup could be 
the worst since 1963, eradica­ 
tion officials fear, because, un­ 
like last year when no cases 
were found in late summer, 
screwworms are already pres­ 
ent in Texas and could spread 
quickly into the interior of the 
state when weather conditions 
become right.
